weren't blood-related, the Alabama Blues Brothers are, in 
fact, real brothers: Jamey and Justin Crisler. The traveling 
tribute duo hails from Town Creek, Alabama, and they 
promise to offer a unique spin on the classic Blues Brother 
act along with an infusion of southern-style humor. 

"We got started in 1998 and we're now going on 
our tenth year," said Justin Crisler, a/k/ a Elwood Blues. 
'Tt started as a joke for a Halloween party ... being broth- 
ers, we thought it was kind of neat. We started playing lo- 
cally ... (and) bought an old police car and started driving 
it (as the 'Bluesmobile') in the local Christmas parades. 
After that, it developed into a full (tribute) show." 

The 29-year-old Justin Crisler confessed to not 
having been too familiar with the whole Blues Brothers 
act or movie when first tapped by his brother and grand- 
father to don the now-famous black fedora and Ray-Ban 
sunglasses. 

'T was actually in college when I got the phone 
call about this idea," Mr. Crisler said. "It was just a week- 
end trip home and my brother was working as a nurse at 
the time — which he still does. Jamie was a big fan of the 
movie (and) our grandfather was a huge fan of the movie. 
I was born about a year-and-a-half before the movie came 
out. At that point, I had never watched the movie all the 
way through. When (my brother) first asked me to do the 
Blues Brothers, I said 'who's that?' I've probably seen the 
movie over 100 times now. And we're obviously huge 
fans of the music, too."

Over the past decade, the Alabama Blues Broth- 
ers have gone on to perform some 1,200 shows in 22 states 
and two foreign countries. And while they may not be the 
only Blues Brothers tribute act out there, they are certainly 
one of the most original. 

"There are others out there, but our shows are 
pretty unique,'' Mr. Crisler said. "We have a seven-piece 
(backup) band with a four-piece rhythm section. You can- 
not beat that live, full band effect. But the cool thing about 
our show is we do a lot of the great songs but we also 
offer some comedy from Alabama. We tell everybody: 
look, you're going to get a good Blues Brothers show and 
more." 

Just as the original Jake and Elwood walked the 
fine line between comic relief and bonafide musicianship, 
the Alabama Blues Brothers do very much the same with 
their tribute act. 

"The Blues Brothers took songs that had vanished 
and revived them," Mr. Crisler said. "It was during the 
disco era, and they brought back the music of artists like 
Johnny Lee Hooker, Aretha Franklin and James Brown.

They've said in multiple interviews that if it wasn't for 
The Blues Brothers movie, their music could have died 
out/' 

With elder brother Jamey — a/k/a Jake Blues — 
taking on lead vocal duties, younger sibling Justin serves 
a backup singer and also blows a mean Hohner special 
20 harmonica. Their show staples include Blues Brothers' 
classics like "Soul Man," "Hey, Bartender," "Stand By 
Your Man," "Gimme Some Lovin'," "Rawhide" and more. 

"'Soul Man' is just a great song ... but my personal 
favorite is 'Rubber Biscuit,' which I sing," Mr. Crisler said. 
"My brother would probably pick 'Gimme Some Lovin'." 

Recently, Justin and Jamey had the unique op- 
portunity to meet and perform with none other than Steve 
"The Colonel" Cropper — the original guitarist for the 
Blues Brothers Band and a music legend in his own right. 

"It's funny, because if you remember the scene in 
the movie when (Jake and Elwood) are going around to 
get the band back together, they see Murph and the Magic 
Tones playing at a Holiday Inn," Mr. Crisler said. "Well, 
we saw Steve Cropper (playing) at a Holiday Inn in Shef- 
field, AL. Steve was there in the lounge playing in the 
monkey suit — much like in the movie. He walked out, 
saw us and said: 'Jake! Elwood!' Then he asked us to get 
up on stage and perform 'Soul Man' with him. So we can 
actually say we got to perform with Steve Cropper." 

Justin also beams with pride when he recalls a 
one-time encounter with Dan "Elwood Blues" Aykroyd

support their fireworks display for the past several years.

the last-minute details. 

As expected the crowd that arrived at Silvershell 
Beach on July 3 was huge. Many people arrived as early 
as 4:00 pm, setting up sites to cook out and taking advan- 
tage of a perfect summer's afternoon.

There are two types of intestinal parasites which 
are large enough to be visible to the naked eye, 
tapeworms and roundworms. Tapeworms are off- 
white in color and are usually the size of a grain 
of rice. They are spread to your pet by fleas. An- 
other type of tapeworm is long, flat and somewhat 
serrated in appearance. Roundworms are common 
in kittens and puppies and look like spaghetti.

are seeking additional grant funding to purchase property 
which is now owned by the Sippican Lands Trust pend- 
ing the grant approval. 

"The property was a bargain sale (from the Boyd 
family) to the Sippican Lands Trust — which agreed to 
hold it for us — which we are picking up for $250,000/' 
Mr. Rockwell said. "We are seeking a (matching) grant for 
$100,000 (to buy the land)." 

The parcel in question is located off Front Street 
down Washburn Park Road and is across the old railroad 
bed right-of-way, on the left-hand side, which goes all the 
way up to the Route 195 layout. Mr. Rockwell said they 
hope to construct a required 16-foot wide path which will 
ultimately connect from the Mattapoisett /Marion town 
line to the Marion /Wareham town line. 

"We've been very successful with grant applica- 
tions ... we've been awarded every one we've applied 
for," Mr. Rockwell said. "On this one our chances aren't 
as good because it's a smaller piece of property. But it 
is $100,000 and it doesn't cost anything to apply, so it's 
worth a shot." 

Under the Town Administrator's report, Mr. 
Dawson noted they are in the process of updating the 
Town of Marion's webpage and they are hoping to roll 
out a brand-new revamped webpage soon. 

"We are seeking photos of the town, particu-

Dawson said. "Those interested in donating such digital 
photos should contact Mr. Dawson, c/o the Marion Town 
House.'' The current website is www.townofmarion.org. 

Lastly, Mr. Dawson noted he researched the 
Building Commissioner's position as to whether it should 
be a part-time or full-time job. "We calculated that the 
savings in terms of dollars would be about $12,675 a year, 
assuming we make it a 27-hour-a-week position," he said. 
"If it's less (hours), we'll save more. But I could not see 
that the position would be less than 27 hours when you 
calculate it out ... which means it would be a benefitted 
position." 

Mr. Dawson added there is a great benefit to hav- 
ing the Building Commissioner readily available to both 
residents and other departments within Town Hall — a 
benefit which couldn't be measured in terms of dollars 
and cents. 

"While I agree it would be good to save the 
money, I think we'd be short-sighted if we didn't make 
this a full-time position," Selectman Jeffrey agreed. 

With that, the board unanimously voted to seek 
to hire a full-time Building Commissioner and to post the 
job as such.

Under incoming correspondence, the board 
received a copy of the 2007 Herring Counts from Ale- 
wives Anonymous, Inc. According to President Arthur 
F. Benner, this year's electronic count from the Mattapoi- 
sett River was 6,011, which is approximately 250 fewer 
herring than last year's estimated count of 6,258. There is 
also continued concern that these recent herring counts 
are significantly lower than one of the highest recorded 
counts of 130,296 taken just a few years ago in 2000. 

"(This year) was the second year of a three-year 
ban on catching or possession of herring instituted by 
Massachusetts and our neighboring states," Mr. Ben- 
ner noted. "We're hopeful that this will help the herring 
populations to recover, but it will take a few years before 
the results are seen." 

The board also received a letter from Randal P.

Transformers. Starring Shia LaBeouf and Megan Fox. Directed 
by Michael Bay. Running time: 144 minutes. MPAA rating: 
PG-13. 

Fd like to meet the person who genuinely finds Transformers excit- 
ing. Fd like to know how the person's eyes and brain are wired. Fm 
legitimately curious. Like all other Michael Bay films. Transformers sets 
up potentially exhilarating action sequences and then stomps them into 
tedium with a combination of unscannable editing and inept camera 
placement. Is it a generational thing? Are my eyes too old to process 
the genius here? Do the people who love Michael Bay's movies find 
films like Raiders of the Lost Ark, Aliens, and the original Die Hard too 
sedate and visually bland? 

Critics whoVe registered a formal complaint about Transformers 
have been lambasted left and right by the fanboy community, who 
tell us to stick to Citizen Kane and sensitive art films. Let me be clear: 
Not one of us developed our love for movies by watching Tarkovsky 
or Antonioni. We grew up on Disney, Star Wars, Saturday-morn- 
ing cartoons. We know what expectations to bring to a movie like 
Transformers, thanks very much. And by any standard, the movie is 
lumpy, hectic and impersonal, and the kids who are now growing up 
on movies like this deserve a lot better. 

Shia LaBeouf, the current It Boy, just about rescues his small wing 
of the movie. He's playing a smart kid (not geek-smart or book-smart, 
just a kid who can think fast on his feet) who finds that his new Camaro, 
jointly paid for by Dad, is actually a Transformer named Bumblebee. 
Bumblebee is an Autobot, or good Transformer, and he and other 
Autobots have come to Earth in search of the Cube, a mystical bit of 
hardware that must not fall into the claws of the Decepticons, or bad 
Transformers. LaBeouf makes his scenes bearable by reacting to all 
this as a normal person would, though God knows he doesn't have 
much help from his castmates, either robotic or, in the case of Megan 
Fox as his school crush, slightly less robotic. 




There are many sad attempts at humor, often involving clownish 
black people (Bernie Mac, Anthony Anderson), sometimes involving 
the innate goofiness of giant robots trying to hide themselves outside 
Shia's parents' house. At a couple of points, crappy heavy-metal 
kicks in on the soundtrack during a chase scene, and I actually sat 
up in my seat a bit, hoping for a sign that the movie was about to go 
all the way into '80s cheese. Sadly, the chase scenes are as stubbornly 
mishandled as everything else. A lot of people spent a lot of hours and 
money to create the battle sequences, only to have their work ruined 
by Bay and his three editors. The last act of Transformers could have 
been filmed in someone's backyard for two dollars with close-ups of 
toasters being bashed into each other. For all I know, toasters are what 
we're watching. The climactic face-off between Optimus Prime and 
Megatron clanks by in a blur of metal and motion. 

Forget the racism (including a jive-talking Autobot and a nose-pick- 
ing Indian phone jockey); forget the near-total lack of human interest 
(I don't know why John Turturro is in this movie, and I don't think 
he knows either); forget the Cuisinart editing; forget the ridiculous 
running time (two hours and twenty-four minutes); forget all the lore 
and all the expectations. Why is this, a movie about good giant robots 
fighting bad giant robots, so punishingly boring? How can you possibly 
screw that up? How could $150 million buy such a lackluster-looking 
film? How could two (credited) writers sit in a room and not know that 
what they were writing was neither entertaining nor funny? Finally, 
how could people so enjoy Transformers that they actually applauded 
(at the show I went to) and take the time to compose sneering rebuttals 
to every critic who didn't like it? Is there some mass hypnosis going 
on? I don't get it. I honestly don't.
